SHERMAN’S SOLID SOUTH! 


But Still There is an Undercurrent 
for Blaine.

Cuicaco, June 18.—The four delegates at 
large tothe republican convention, from New 
York are Chauncey Depew, Frank Hiscock, 
Warner Miller and Tom Platt. These four 
men Wold tonight the key to the republican 
situation, as far as this convention is con- 
cerned. It has never been definitely known 
until today that Depew was an active factor in 
the race, but the announcement that the New 
York delegation would support him puts him 
squarely in the fight, and promises to make 
his cause play a prominent part in the proceed- 
ings of the convention with considerable in- 
terest. 

THINK IT IS A JOKE. 

The announcement of Depew’s plans has 
been awaited by the friends of the other can- 
didates, and general doubt existed as to the 
genuineness of his candidacy. The manner in 
which the announcement of his decision is be- 
ing received, demonstrates the fact that his 
candidacy has not heretofore been regarded in 
a serious light, for considerable more opposi- 
tion has been aroused than was supposed to exs 
ist. Depew has been looked upon as one who 
enjoved a good joke, and his candidacy was 
thought to be merely the humoring of his 
mirth-loving disposition. That opinion was 
strengthened by the fact that his boom had 
become the hobby of that estimable and amia- 
ble crank, Colonel Elliott F. Sheppard, of the 
New York Mail and Express, who for several 
wecks past has been feeling the public pulse, 
interspersed with scripture and dished up ina 
style. at least peculiar to politics, but it turns 
out that they were indeed in earnest, and it is 
with an air of victory that the millionaire 
fiaunts his favorite’s candidacy to the breeze 
of the convention. 

@ UEPEW’S STRENGTH. 

The matter was determined at the noon con- 
ference of the New York delegation at which 
time it was decided that the state would give 
Depew their support, at least fora while. He 
will also have the solid vote of Connecticut, 
about twenty votes from New England, four 
from Colorado, four or five from Minnesota, 
and several are promised from Kansas, after 
Ingalls is disposed of. These, with four or 
six that are promised from New Jersey, are 
enough to make over one hundred to start 
with and that is regarded as full enough to 
keep him in the field long enough for it to be- 
come apparent that he can never get the nomi- 
pation. 

It has been given out by the New Yorkers 
that New Jersey and Connecticut will sup- 

ort Depew and he can carry both of these 
On the other hand, many of the west- 
ern leaders say he would lose several western 
states to the republicans. At any rate his 
weak points are being paraded tonight by the 
supporters of the other candidates with unusual 
Vigor. 

AT THE ALLISON HEADQUAKTERS. 

In the newly opened and gorgeous room de- 
voted to the preparation of the Allison boom, 
the general cussedness of railroads and mo- 
nopolies is being discussed to a great extent. 
One delegate said: 

“Why, if Mr. Depew is the nominec, then 
the democrats will cover every barn in Iowa 
with placards containing Mr. Vanderbilt’s fa- 
mous remark, ‘Tho public be damned.’ We 
desire to give New York a good show in nam- 
ing the man, but Mr. Depew will hardly suit 
the farmers. Too much Vanderbilt there,” 

NEW YORK CONTROLS. 

But I have strayed from my original propo- 
gition, which was directed to show that the 
four New York delegates would control the 
situation. They will doso fromthe fact they 
control the New York delegation, which is a 


power in the convention, the solid transfer of 


the vote of which, at the proper time, wili 
turn the tide of the convention into any chan- 
nel selected by the leaders of the delegation. 
Alter Depew, Hiscock figures as a vice-presi- 
dential probability, in the event of tie choice 
of Allison, Gresham or Harrison for the presi- 
dency. 

Warner Miller would like to make another 
trial for his old seat in the senate, now occu- 
pied by Hiscock, and consequently he would 
like to see the latter on the ticket. Tom Platt 
is recognized as being at heart for Blaine, and 
be has thus acquired considerable influence 
with the latent Blaine support. Thus, if the 
four New York leaders agree in any course, 
after Depew, itis more than probable that 
they can dictate the nomination of the con- 
yention. 

It is currently reported tonight that De- 
pew’s candidacy is entirely in Blaine’s inter- 
est, and that after several ballots New York 
will transfer the larger part of, if not its en- 
tire vote to Blaine; butit is thought as the 
probable nominee, Blaine is rapidly sinking 
out of sight. His strongest friends say he is 
not in the race, and many of them discourage 
the effort to force him on the convention. 

WHAT SENATOR HALE SAYS. 

Senator Hale, of Maine, in speaking of it 
Baid: 

“The effort to bring Mr. Blaine before the 
convention is contrary to his wishes. There 
can be no possible doubt about that, and if he 
were here himself he would try to put a stop 
to it, just as those who are most in his confi- 
Gence are trying todonow. Mr. Blaine will 
Dot be nominated if the conservatives, who are 
his friends, and who are desirous of yielding to 
his wishes, can control his adherents, who are 
unquestionably here in large numbers.” 

Mr. Hale, when asked who it would be if the 
Blaine men are earnest in insisting that his 
mame should not be brought before the conven- 
tion, said: “Lookout for Allison.” This is 

the hint which many of the Blaine men are 
Biving to those who are desirous for informa- 
tion, but the @acific states’ delegates refuse to

that they will play the same part in this con- 
vention that their democratic brothers did for 
Thurman in the St. Louis convention. They 
tei°gtaphed ahead of them that they were 
coming for Blaine, and they have been 
for Blaine ever since they got here. They have 
been reasoned with all day by the combined 
forces of the other candidates, whose efforts to 
get them to cut loose from their Blaine moor- 
ings have so far been unsuccessful. California 
end Oregon are leading in the Blaine talk, and 
say that his name will be presented in the con- 
vention. The little state of Oregon has 
achieved more importance this time than ever 
before in any convention on account of her 
republican majority, It is evidently feeling 
this importance, and is making more fuss than 
the rest of the Pacific slope bunched. 
SENATOR SHERMAN’S ADHERENTS. 

The Sherman boom is ,continuing to grow in 
strength and importance. His supporters 
Claim 325 votes on the first ballot. His oppo- 
nents concede 250 votes. The loud opposers 
of the senator are the men from the Pacific 
slope. They donot like the attitude he took 
on the Chinese question. One of them in a 
heated discussion in the Grand Pacific rotunda, 
sang out: 

‘Well, nominate Sherman and the Chinese 
will all be organizing Sherman clubs in San 
Francisco.” 

The Sherman men do not pay attention to 
this sort of talk, but keep right on sawing 
wood. 

The Harrison men are hard workers. They 
have 1eceived some heayy reinforcements 
from Indiana, and their candidate is kept 
prominently before the public. Some of them 
are predicting Harrison’s nomination, al- 
though confessing they expect it more from a 
desire on the part of the convention to escape 
a deadlock than from any figures they have to 
back up their assertions. 

PORTER FUR THE SECOND PLACE. 

Governor Porter, of the Indiana delegation, 
is attracting much attention and causing much 
talk. His name is frequently mentioned for 
the vice-presidency and the ease with which 
he redeemed the state from the democracy in 
1880 is pointed to as an evidence of his great 
strength. 

In the event ofan eastern candidate being 
selected for the presidency Porter stands an 
excellent chance of being chosen for the sec- 
ond place. 

The Gresham boom booms less as it grows 
olderand the chances of the honest judge 
grows weak as thetime for the bailoting ap- 
proaches. I began my dispatches by stating 
that his honesty wasin his way and events 
bear out in the statement. He has a vigorous 
support, however, which is fighting bravely for 
him, and which is backed by almost the united 
sentiment of the people of Chicago. The Gres- 
ham parade tonight was a monster demounstra- 
tion and aroused intense enthusiasm. 

ALGER RECRUITING PROM THE SOUTH. 


Alger is making some headway in the south, 
drawing only slightly from Sherman’s support. 
The Ohio senator also has a barrel of some 
dimensions, and has used it to advantage, 
though he has not waited until now to do so. 
He was hard at work in the early spring, and 
comes up with a solid south of his own. 

THE GEORGIA DELEGATION. 

The Georgia delegation has arrived and fell 
at once into the Sherman ¢amp. The delega- 
tion is considered heavily for Sherman, and 
they deny that there is any truth in the rumor 
which is circulated tonight that Alger will di- 
vide the delegation, Mr. F. F. Putney, of 
Dougherty county, was re-elected national 
committeeman without opposition. Colonel 
Buck says that the delegation is for Sherman, 
and he knows more about it than anybody 
else—even the delegation itself. There is 
somehow a strange fascination for the average 
colored man for the name of Sherman, and 
this will exhibititself in the balloting. The 
southern delegates are overwhelmingly for 
Sherman, and it will not be an easy matter to 
draw them away, at least with sentiment, 
though there is no telling how creat a man 
Alger may become with them as the conven- 
tion progresses. Tosum up the situation to- 
night, it may be said that Sherman still leads, 
with about one hundred votes short of the noim- 
ination, 411 being necessary to a choice. 

MINOR MENTION. 

The Depew boom is going up like a rocket, 
but its brilliant blaze is shadowed by western 
discontent which will eventually shut it out. 

Harrison and Gresham are about evenly 
matched, with the chances, however, in favor 
of the former, if either becomes a possibility. 
Alger’s strength now is probably greater than 
either of the above, and ho is a good second 
choice with the united opposition to Sherman. 

Wisconsin will cast its complimentary vote 
for Governor Rusk, and Kansas will give its to 
Ingalls. After this is done the fun will begin 
in earnest and no living man can predict with 
certainty of accuracy, the result. When the 
big ficht narrows to an actual basis, Sherman 
willhold the lead, and fora while it wil! be 
Sherman against a badly-divided field. Just 
here it is possible that Banquo Blaine will 
make his appearance, and then—well it’s late, 
and we will talk it over some other time.

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CHAUNCEY IS WILLING. 
Mr. Depew Announces His Candidacy—Meet- 
ing of the New York Delegation. 
Cyrcaco, Ill., June. 18.—Chauncey Depew 
Cnished his survey of the situation last night 
and determined to permit his name to go be- 
fore the convention. He announced this con- 
clusion to Senator Hiscock, Mr. Phelps and 
several other gentlemen. Although Mr. Depew 
was understood to be a candidate from the 
first, he had not, until that moment, formally 
announced to his friends that he wou!d seek or 
accept the nomination. So much has been said 
about the feeling against Depew in granger 
states being sostrong that his gandidacy would 
be hopeless, that Depew desired to find out for 
himself what the feeling was, Yesterday he 
received such assurances from Minnesota and 
other states, which had before been reckoned 
at against him, that he finally decided to go 
into the contest. When Depew’s determina- 
tion was made known a meeting of the New 
York delegation was called and the matter laid 
before the body, who at once resolyed to sup- 
port him with the whole strength of the dele- 
gation. It was positively stated at the meet- 
ing that Depew would receive the whole vote 
of New York, the votes of New Jersey and 
Connecticut, and sufficient delegates in M.n- 
nesota aud elsewhere to bring his strength on 
the first ballot up to ninety-four uotes.

CHICAGO, June 18.—The republican national 
committee met at noon to select a tempor 
chairman:for the convention. M. M. Estee, } 
California, and John M. Thurston, 4 
Nebraska, were the only names presented) 
The vote wasatie. Chairman Jones cast thé 
deciding vote in favor of Thurston. Thé 
nomination was then made unanimons. In thé 
matter of the contesting delegations from 
Maryland, it was decided to lay the whole sub- 
ject upon the table. The result will be to 
admit the regular delegates recommended hy 
Gary, member of the national committee from 
that state. The Virginia contest involving the 
seating of sixtecn anti-Mahone district dole- 
gates was reopened by Mr. Blair, of Virginia, 
moving reconsideration. Elkins and Lawsen, 
of New York, joined in opposing strenuously 
any reconsideration whatever. Reconsidera- 
tion was defeated—26 to 11. 

When the action of the committee on the 
temporary chairmanship was announced the 
Californians,thoroughly unused to defeat, were 
simply dumbfounded. Their opponents, how- 
ever, were not less surprised, the closeness of 
the vote being almost wholly unexpected. A 
concensus of opinion from the people in the 
corridors was that Estee would have won on 
his presentation as an anti-monopoly candi- 
date, but the friends of too many favorite sons 
(candidates for the presidency) united largely 
against such a pronounced recognition of an 
out-and-out delegation as the men from t «4 
Pacitic slope—a_ verdiet that seemed to react 
against the Californians’ too previous shouting 
for Blaine. 

There was some talk today, by the Pacific 
coasters, of taking the question of temporary 
chairman before the convention, but Estee, 
after a consultation with his friends, announced 
that he would not allow any contest in his be- 
half before the convention. The decision was 
made in the interest of good feeling all around. 
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NOMINATING SPEECHES. 

Selection of Men to Present the Candidates 
to the Convention, 

CxicaGco, June 18.—The men who will make 
the nominating speeches have been decided 
upon. Ata caucus of the New York delega- 
tion today, it was decided that Depew should 
be placed in nomination by ex-Senator War- 
ner Miller, of New York. A speech in second- 
ing the nomination will probably*be made by 
General Knapp, although the delegation has 
not decided definitely whether to have a sec- 
onding speech or not. Sherman will be nomi- 
nated by D. H. Hastings, adjutant-general of 
the state of Pennsylvania. Governor Foraker, 
of Ohio, will second the nomination. The 
speech placing Alger, of Michigan, in nomina- 
tion will be made by Robert E. Frazier, of De- 
troit. W. P. Hepburn, of Clarinda, Iowa, 
will nominate Senator Allison, of that state. 
Harrison’s nomination will be in the hands of 
ex-Governor A. G. Porter, of Indiana. The 
name of Mayor Fitler, of Philadelphia, will 
be placed in pomination by Charles Emory 
Smith, of the Philadelphia Press, There wiil 
be no seconding speech. 


Another Richmond in the Field. 

Cuicaao, June 18.—At a meeting of tho 
Missouri delegation this morning, at which 
there were but three absentees, it was de- 
cided by a vote of twenty-fiour to five to 
place before the convention, as_ presidential 
candidate, Ex-Senator Jehn B. Henderson;

York 
Contingent, which was reckoned on and the 
combination has’ been abandoned. The 
Sherman and Allison men have also 
taken a hand in these treaties with state 
leaders, but the prevailing feeling is one of 
caution and there is nothing more thana ru- 
morto depend uponin assuming that any 
combinations have been formed. In truth, 
New York's decision to present her favorite 
son has broughta lull upon the field, and it is 
how the belief of many good observers that 
nothing of real importance will develop till af- 
ter a ballot has been taken and show of strength 
brought out. Missionary work continues, 
of course, with unabaftfad fervor; and in nearly 
all the camps present efforts are directed to- 
ward getting the declarations favoring their 
man as second choice. At this juncture of af- 
fairs doubtful delegates refuse to make abso- 
tg? ey and on the eve of the convention 
the field does not present any new aspect of 
striking interest. , 

The one positive] measurable quantity is the 
Sherman force, which numbers 275 votes. It 
is a contingent which does not seem to grow. 
Depew’s candidacy takes from Sherman 
at least ten to twelve votes in New York, 
which follow the leadership of Warner Miller, 
and the growth of the Blaine feeling has 
taken from him the large vote promised him 
in Massachusetts by Senator Hoar. The west- 
ern and coast states have decided to oppose 
Sherman and are greatly weakening him. 

There is a Blaine programme. It is in the 
hands of Elkins, Manley, Kerns and some of 
their associates. It is not believed that Phelps, 
Piatt or Depew are parties to it, though 
Charles Emory Smith, Calvin Wells and the 
Pennsylvania Blaine men are believed to be in 
sympathy with the movement, The Blaine pro- 
gramme bee been to deadlook the convention, 
tie up and confuse it with wearisome rivalry, 
and then bring Blaine forward. The present 
Blaine programme is to start thecry that 
Blaine isthe only man who can beat Sher- 
man, and immediately proceed to place him in 
the contest. There is logic in this. It is not 
likely that Depew will make much headway, 
and when New York comés to take up 
some other candidate it is believed 
that Sherman will be nominated in the 
shuffie. Many of the best informed men 
here believe the ultimate struggle will come 
between Sherman and Blaine. Blaine’s friends 
are much disturbed by the persistency of the 
California men, who cling to their determina- 
tion to place Blaine in nomination at the out- 
set. Great efforts have been made to argue 
them into abandonment of this position. It 
has been pointed out tothem thatthey are 
likely to spoil everything, and humiliate the 
man they wish to honor. But according to 
last reports, Raymond, DeYoung and_ other 
California leaders were unyielding. Im®f they 
carry out their programme, the stampede to 
Blaine and consequent final struggie between 
Blaine and Sherman forces may come early in 
the balloting. Itisstated tonight that the 
Californians will not insist upon nominating 
Blaine at the outset. 

Harrison is looming up as a formidable can- 
didate, and is nextin strength to Sherman. 
New England will probably. divide its votes 
between Algerand Harrison, the latter being 
held in greater favor. Allison is in fair posi- 
tion, with perhaps 75 votes at the start and the 
good opinion of all. 

Gresham has undoubtedly gained today, 
Oregon, Colorado, Minnesota, part of Mis- 
souri, Illinois and West Virginia resolving to 
stand faithfully by him. With Rusk and In- 
galls out. he will get most of the votes of 
Kansas and Wisconsin, and is the second 
choice of many delegates in Lowa. 

Gresham’s tollowers claim his availability 
is making stronger impression each day, and 
he enjoys the tacital advantage that any con- 
siderable rise for him and dropping of Har- 
rison would cause a break in the delegation 
from Indiana. If by any chance a majority of 
the Indiana delegation should go to Gresham 
he would become a formidable candidate. It 
is said on fair authority that Depew’s second 
choice is Allison. 

M. M. Estee, of Caiifornia, will undoubt- 
edly be permanent chairman of the republican 
national convention. The Pacific slope men 
were beaten in the matter o#temporary organ- 
ization, only to capture this greater honor. 
Estee will have the distinction of supplanting 
Warner Miller. 

The ballot for president is not expected until 
Thursday. Connecticut has decided to put 
Hawley’s name in nomination. Thesumming 
up of the situation tonight is largely guess 
work. Sherman isa little weaker, Depew has 
made a fair start, the odds are great against 
any manin the field, and behind all, and almost 
certain, the outcome, if the convention ballots 
two or three days, is Blaine. 

‘QUAY GETS IN HIS WORK. 

Senator Quay did what he promised for 
Sherman in the delegation today. in the 
caucus he polled thirty-six votes for Sherman 
as against fourteen votes from Philadelphia 
for Mayor Fitler, of Philadelphia, whose can- 
didacy has aroused considerable curiosity.

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BURIAL OF FREDERICK 


The Sad Procession Marching 
From Potsdam. 


THE WIFE’S LAST LOOK AT THE DEAD 


Funeral Services at the Chapel -Formation 
of the Procession and Seenes Along 
the Route. 


PytTspam, June 18.—The second mortuary 
service over the remains of the emperor was 
held at Friedichsron chapel last evening. 
Dr. Koegel, court chaplain, officiated. Em- 
peror William and the empres@ and the 
Dowager Empresses Augusta and Victoria, all 
members of the German imperial family and 
household were present. At the conclusion of 
the service the coffin vas closed and was then 
placed on the same state bier used at the 
funeral of Emperor William. 

At 9:15 o’¢lock this morning Potsdam was 
in mourning and emblems of grief were to be 
seen Overywhere. All the way from the castle 
to Freidichskirche, where the funeral was to 
take place, torches and crescents were seen. 
Everywhere there rose huge flagstaffs and 
poles bearing banners with mourning divices. 
The troops which were to take part in the 
funeral ceremonies were already mustering. 
They comprised the entire garrison at Potsdam 
and a portion of the Berlin and Spandau gar- 
risons. They consisted of one combined in- 
a battalion, two combined cavalry 
squadrons, two combined batteries of artillery, 
a regiment of guard and similar combined bat- 
talions and batteries from Spandan., 

Prince Bismarck and Count von Moltke, and 
& number of foreign princes, arrived here this 
morning. The railway stations at Berlin and 
Potsdam were closed against the public. 
Crowds gathered outside these buildings, and 
soldiers and police posted all around the sta- 
tions to keep back the crowds. Friedzrichskron 
palace was guarded like a fortress. At 9 
o’clock the bells tolled, and miuisters who 
were to officiate at the emperor's funeral took 
their places around tle cotlin in the palace. 

The choir sang the hymns, “Soon Thou 
Callest Me to Higher Joys,” and ‘Jesus is My 
Trust.’” Chaplain Koogel blessed the corpse 
and the mourners, after which the choir sang 
the hymn, “IflAm to Die.”’ Commanders 
of the twelvo regiments of which the late em- 
peror was the chief officer, carried the coftin to 
the hearse. Kight majors then took the 
horses by the bridles and the procession start- 
ed forthe church. 

At 10:20 o’ciock the troops assumed their po- 
sitions and various dignitaries, deputations 
and various associations proceeded to their 
places. The ceremonies at Friedichskron 
eastle began with the performance of Bach's 
‘Bald Rufst Du Mich Zie Hehof Foienden.’’ 
Then the chorale ‘Jesus, Mien Zuversicht,”’ 
was sung. As the last strains died away, Chap- 
lain Koegel arose and offered prayer, in which 
he alluded in feeling terms to the doubly 
grievious visitation upon the imperial house 
and upon the nation. Ife thanked God for all 
he had done for the departed menarch and im- 
plored heavenly consolation for the sorely 
tried members of the iimperiai family, and for 
the nation. Chorale ‘*Wenn Ich Ienmal Soll 
Scheiden’’ was then sung, after which the 
cottin was removed trom the castle and placed 
on the funeral car, the choir meantime singing 
“T Know that my Redeemer Liveth.’’ 

The procession was then formed and 
moved to the church. Upon arriving at 
the church this morning the mourners took 
the seats assigned to them, After the 
service, Chaplain Koegel pfenounced the 
benediction. There was no ;@rmon. 

After the firing of volleys and minute guns 
by the troops, the mourners took their depart- 
ure. Before leaving, the widowed empress 


eC. 
Preacher Hersius repeated the closing prayer, 
and the choir intoned a dirge. In the pro- 
cession from the castle to the church, the 
Prince of Wales walked with the emperor and 
king Sof Saxony. Among those who took part 
in the procession were Prince Henry, second 
son of the deceased emperor, heriditery 
prince of Saxe-Meining, and generals of the 
army, headed by Count Von Moltke, who car- 
ried a marshal’s staff, bodies of the Prussian 
corps of guard, and dragoons guard brought up 
the rear of the procession. The funeral cere- 
monies ended shortly before one o’clock. Lis- 
marck d'd pot, as he intended doing, attend 
the funeral of the emperor. He is so exhaust- 
ed by excitement,which he bas recently under- 
gone,that he is compelied to rest,and Emperor 
William expressly commanded him to spare 
himself from attending the funcral 

In spite of the hurried preparations the 
uneral was not merely a military display wor- 
hy of a great soldier, but a ceremony graced 
by every evidence of public grief and affec- 
tion. A heavy rain fell throughout the night, 
but as the hours wore on the rain gradually 
ceased, and at Yo’clcck the san was bright and 
hot. The scene when the  impe- 
rial family emerged from the gloomy 
hall with its tlickering lights to 
the exquisite summer building in the park was 
in striking contrast with thatonm the occasion 
ofthe late Emperor William's funeral. An 
hour anda half e!lajsed Lefore the procession 
was ready to start, yet the time seemed short. 
The emperor gave the signal after having 
watched every movement madein arranging 
the hearse and coflin, which was placed very 
high. 

Victorious wreaths hung atthe foot of the 
coftin and others lay on the platform around it. 
The golden helmet of the Livhenzollerns was 
placed at the head of the coilin. kighteen 
guards bore a canopy of velvet. Mulitary 
bands, stationed at intervals along the route, 
played the glorious funeral marches of Chopin 
and Beethoven, never ceasing the pro- 
cession passed. In Potsdam garlands of oak 
leaves had been laid upon the ground on either 
side of the road for amie or more, and the 
center of the road was strewn with 
oak leaves. Behind lines of veterans 
aud members of trade societies, 
the paticnt spectators that had been waiting 
for tive hours to see the procession pass. The 
best view of the spectacle was obtained in the 
town, where every 
thronged. General von Ilamiloak led the 
procession. The brilliancy of uniforms glitier- 
ing in the sun presented a _ picture 
very  diilerent froin that present- 
ed on the occasion of ithe funeral 
Emperor William. As the corteg 
along every head was uncovered and there was 
hardly adry eye.

for maturity. The talented essayist reaches the 
conclusion that before agir: shall urdertuke an 
ambitious and elevated course of study She shall 
dedicate herself become, what Mrs.

Itis eaptivating to the eye, 
and it gives to its possessor a bearing, if not superior 
dignity, at least of distinguished pose and earriage, 
and itis well worth acquiring. But it is not worth 
the sacrifice of heart and intellect; and if we tind 
that iris cultivated under this system are incompe- 
tent for the serious duties ot life, that in their lack

Those 
aspirations—and none know this better than 
woman herself—ere to be accomplished, Dut 
by political objection and constitutional amend- 
ment, bur by commonp and daily 
development; and this brings us logically to the 
inguiry, howis her best Goyelopmens to be ac- 
complished? What is her best evelopment? In 
other yee what is her best education, for educa- 
tion is development. 
The wosntar quvelien:, as ft fs called, is one of the 
great problems of tweage. It may be thus stated: 
How can @ dependent and unprotected girl be 
assisted to earn a livelihood without forfeiting her 
social status orendangering her good name’ ow 
can she be made producer as well as a consumer? 
How can she be classed fairly and honorably among 
bread-winners? For no woman, wit a 
roper spirit, will care to earn 
er livelihood where the product of het labor finds 


| sale through what might be called a genteel chari- 


ty; where it is bought, not for its intrinsic merit, but 
beause of the generous indulgence for her sex. 

This inquiry is not without is painfulness, 
especially to the men. of the south, for we 
have ever cherished our women as Hamlet sali “We 
might not between the winds of heaven visit her 
face too roughly.” * 

Repellant as is the thought to all who have been 
accustomed to regard our Iadies of gentle birth and 
nurture, as unfitted for the rude competition of gain- 
ful occupations, it may no longer be dismissed. In 
England and Wales there are three millions of wo- 
men earning a living in various trades and indus- 
tries. In Ameriea women are competing with men 
in all o¢cupations which do not require the ruae 
physical strength of the man. They ure learning 
more and more of the metiiods of business; they are 
better and beiter able to take care of themseives. It 
is true, perhaps, thatthe persistent agliation upon 
the lecture platform, in the news] aper and periodl- 
eal press, have had much to do witu this resuit, but 
the marvellous transformation. in the production 
ani distribution of the articles of commerce 
of every character, by which millions of women 
have obtained occupations, have beenthe vrime 
factors of this change. Women are becoming habit- 
unted to the new conditions, they are of necessity 
throwing off the habits of shrinking and seciusive 
timidity, and bytheir newly acquired independ- 
ence, they are becoming selfsupporting, and are 
thus accomplishing the most radical social revolu- 
tion in modern times, After all, the change in 
their occupation is more apparentthan real, It is 
more in the plaee where done than in the thing 
done, Save ina few exceptional pursuits, a hun- 
dred years ago women did alithey are doing now, 
but the diflerence js that they did it in the seciusion 
of their families. Formerly they were bakers, 
brewers, dry-salters, butter makers, cheese makers, 
confectioners, jam and pickle makers, lace makers, 
embroiderers. These occupaticn: bave not wholly 
disappeared. In the mountains of Georgia, and in 
other similarly favored localities, where the cus- 
toms and domestic habits of Englandin the time 
of George the Third, and of America in the time of 
Washington’s mother, still prevail, ;the speaker 
knows many excellent families of plain people 
who purchase nothing from the m. rehant the yasr 
roua save iron, salt andecoffee. Every article 
of clothing is spun, } woven, died, cut out or 
knitted from wool and cotton produced upon the 
farm; and this is done by the women of the family. 
These are families, too, who own broad acres of 
productive, if somewhat rugged land,and are among 
the well-to-do class, Theterm yet tor an unmar- 
ried lady, in the conservatism of the law, is spins- 
ter, for the simple reason that she was accustomed 
to spin for the family, In early English history, 
the bakersand brewers were all women, and I 
need not tell many of the ladies present that the 
embroidery of the davsof our grandmothers and 
great-grandmothers, donedeftly and with infinite 
pains-taking by their fair hands, is, much of it, 
stillextant, and ia asmuch adwired fer its dura- 
bility as its beauty. 

Now all the work of which these illustration: are 
a partis done by machinery. Inthe olden timesa 
wife was indeed a helpmate. Now that thede 
mands of the household for articles formerly pur- 
veyed by the women and girls of the family must 
be purchased, itfoilows in the domestic econonry 
thatthe true women will not drone, and 
strives Lonorably by ber laborand by 
plishments to add to the family meome. 
ion With which men wiil sympathize, save, 
perhaps, the individuals of that ciass who wis! 
see women sequestered ina sort of harem-lik 
tirement bectuse our ancestors did not allow 
to earn a livelll.ood by their own exertions.

The importance and vitality of this industrial and 
technical education ter women is no where shown 
more clearly than in the action of the governments 
of advanced and progressive nations. The prinei- 
pal industrial countries of Europe, finding that they 
prosper 10 large proj ortion with the degree of atten- 
tion paid in their systcrs of education, to technical 
training, have not only made it a part of their gen- 
eral sysiem, but fully us applic Ale an Appropriate 
to giris aud women as boys and men. ‘This is 
cially true in Frane .) There the p tbile school sVs- 
tem isarecent creation. The men Of the great 
Gallic republie had been tanght a valuablealthoush 
a tragic Jesson by the collision of their ill-tanygtit 
and ignorant levies with the scholarly and clear- 
eyed soldiers of Germany, theroughly trained in 
school, gymnasia, and university. The mure they 
have lé@rned what they did not know before, tiat 
national power and national honor coincide with 
national culture. 

In the organization of their public schools after 
the overthrow of the Napoleonic dynasty they had 
the great advantage in creating a system for educa- 
tion which the United States now has in the cren- 
tion of theirnavy: they had the best results of the 
best experience and large expenditure of other na- 
tions, They found, too, from their own experience 
this interesting, and tothem star ling fact, nameiy : 
that the French artisans, endow ed to an unusual 
degree with intuitive skill and graeefulnessof de- 
sign, with a fine sense of color aud with tiie faculty 
ot producing pleasing and barmonious results in 
elegant fabrics and artistic creatio:s, were being 
actually surpassed by nations whom they had not 
considered competitors, but whom,in the training 
of the eyeand the mind in the industrial schools, were 
outstripping the artistic workmen of Paris itelf, 

Under the impulse of these serious and threaten- 
ing conditious the French councilof education 
have given to industrial and commercial training 
a broader and more comprehensive scope and 
range that obtains, at present, with any other na 
tion. Their object isat once philosophic and pa- 
trictic. /Pistovrade up the ereat mass of artisans 
and art workers, to bridve the gnif, as far as may 
be \possible, between tiie ordinary workman and 
the brilllamt direction and leadership of their 
world-renowned establishments. It is said that 
this movement began in 1577, and even at this 
early day the eligct upon the mentality ot the stu- 
dents is as hopeful as the benefaction tothe wealth of 
the nation is decided and remarkable. In the appli- 
action of this training to girls. the averave school 
is organized on this general pan. The minimam 
ave for schools of the industrial character is abont 
twelve years, They begin th? traininy, however, as 
farcas that is possible, in the kindergarxn, and tle 
children ofagrade a hitie higher ure taught to 
make the toys for the little onesin theinfiunt school. 
Inthe industrial school for girls, the commercig! 
branches, industrial drawing, dressmaking and lin- 
gerie, wood engraving, painting on porcelain and 
glass, are taught, Theresguitsof this work is re- 
markable, and is commended in the warinest 
temns by a recent consular report to our own state 
department. Thedrawing is done trom objects, 
plaster castsand life. In tower} aluting and decor- 
ation, natural flowers are used, and throughout the 
republic irrall the schools, in addition to the ord- 
nary branches, in the manual labor classes drawing 
is carefully taught, in order to assist in the deyelop- 
ment of art indnstry. For the same 
pt se arratomy is miaie a special 
study. and is taight in Ja _ thoronghiy 
scientifie manner. Enamelling ang giass painting 
are tanght.by masters of those aris, and so with 
other branches of productive industry suitable fer 
occupation by females, | 

The minissvers of public instruction also provide a 
specigl course of instruetion for girls It emi rices 
housekeeping, gardening, farm work and dairy 
farming, sewipR, designing, painting and art educa- 
tion. "Fine forbids that lshouljd enumerate in dc- 
tail the topics of instruction In each of these 
branches, but it will snffice to say that they are emi- 
nently practical, and will give to the young woman, 
By the time she is of ma reable a ftmd of use- 
fal information and actua! ledge which au ire 
tellicent housewife of forty-five or fifty ordinarily 
possesses. 

At the risk of wearving my audienee, I will ven- 
ture to spectty in detail the subject of housekeeping, 
as taught in tlie French schools. [It embraces the 

ement of an ordinary dwellinghouse heating 
and lighting, care of furniture, of household goods, 
of linen, washing and ironing, baking andthe use 
of ovens and ranges, pastry Making, the manage- 
ment of coal and wood, purity of water, purity of 
wine, vinegar, cider, beer, coffee, oll, grease, sugar, 
the conservation and cooking of meat, quali:y and 
choice of meats, the elementary prinecipies cook- 
ety; boiling, baking and roasting, the preparation 
of certain dishes and certain meais; the preserving 
and transportation of fruits, vegetables, manufac- 
ture of eandies. liquors, fruit brandy and syrups, 
domestic bookkeeping. 

Pupils of these schools are required to spend some 
time in the actual duties of the-kitehen attached to 
the schools, in per of routine work.

our own coun'ry. 

Undoubtedly, this is true, if it were possible to 
devi-e a means of edueation fer our laboring popt- 
laton which wou'd transform the graduate from & 
consumer to a producer, aa estimable advantage 
would be at once secured. The present system, it 
may not be proper to.say, seems to make the pupil 
Timontented with his work or unfitted toperform it. 

If the eye and mind are educated by technieal train- 
ing, that edueation will make the man a better cit:- 
zen in every capacity of life. He can a straighter 
ditch, he can maul better rails and make more 
the cut, bis snowledge of drawing will make him 
understand more Clearly the work he isto do, and 
give him greater capacity fo do if. 

The superiority of this training was neverstown 
more clearly than iu our late civil war. Byery com- 

ny in the federal army contained men who had 

fh more or less trained in industrial pursnits, At 

a moment’s demand oe en a ~—_ 
be produced, Was a ge w 1- 
structed with the utmost celerfty. Was 4 railroad 
torn up, it was replaéed at once, and they would 
scamely take possession ef an abandoned town be- 
fore the printers would get together the pled type of 
the weekly newspaper and get ont an extfa fn tone 
ancl temper strangely contradictory to the ordinary 
utterances of that sanctum, 

Amidst the agricultural and pastoral population 
of our southern states, when we were 
cut off from intercourse with the artificers 
of other lands, a man with industrial education was 
scarcely less important than a major general. 

Let our industries be diversified and our people 
given the industrial training of whieh they are 
capable, and the country in its phenomenal pros- 
perity will surpass the expectations ofthe most 
sancuine. Our streams will bemusical with the 
whir of machinery, our mines, responsive to skill 
of the engineer, give forth their abounding treas- 
ures, our fields not elone white with the snowy lux- 
uran¢e of our royal sitapte will teem with exuber- 
ant crops of diversified agriculture, and marketabie 
at the gates of the factory and the foundry, and otr 
favored clime will be what nature designed the 
home of mil/ions of happy, prosperous and intelli- 
gent freemen. ‘es 

To return to profitable training for ourgiris, A 

class of occupations, excellently calcolated to im 
prove the best faeulties of the mind, and at the 
same time toacquire the means of oviaining & com- 
petent and indeed aftinent, suport, is found iu the 
mastery of industrial art. This is particularly 
adapted to the refined conceptions and elegant 
fancy ofthe female mind. Weall know how the 
selling value of wn article is, without additional ex- 
peniiture of energy in its manufacture, increased 
by what may be termed its artistic treatment. This 
comprehends the color, design, form, finish and the 
harmonious and pleasing arrargement and etlects 
produced by yoo taste. Subjected to this treat- 
mentan artic’e of inferior value will outsell another 
of more intrinsie merit. This treatment of the 
mauufaetured commodities of commerce gives 
proiitable occupation to thousands of intelligent 
men and women. In Paris itself there are from 
fifty to seventy-tive studios of the designers ofindus- 
trious arts. They receive orders from ali parts of the 
world, They make the fashions, The whole world 
pays tribute to them; they control the colors of the 
prints of Manchester and Lowell; the give the gor. 
geous and; atttactive bues to the silks of Lyons'and 
Marseilles. Perhaps the design is caught by the 
exquisite fancy of the artist from the flowers of the 
field avd the leaves ot the forest: the hues upon the 
wing of a bird, or the glenminz of the sunligat upon 
the laughing waters ofthe rivulet. 
GTi.e designer follow the explorations of the geol- 
oist and catch the beautiful and hitherto unseen 
tracings of the rocks, the gorgeous painting on the 
fossil shells, the sea coral fromthe sea gardens of 
the ancient world, and transfer them with inde- 
scribable skill tothe silkin fibre and the satin 
web, 

The art schools of the system of public instrnetion 
in France are the recruiting stations to the or.ny of 
industrial and decorative art workers, These num- 
ber in their ranks thonsands of women enyvaged in 
honorable corapetition with men, and who thus 
eam snampie competence when otherwise they 
would be dependent or without the means of sup-

This isthe age of woman; shetiads chivalrous 
defenders everywhere. A man can scarcely get jus- 
tice In court, no matter how good his case, it the 
sentiment of kindlyanud generous manhood is ex- 
ciie | for his woman opponent. 

Women are competing with menin osenpations 
where twenty years agotheir particiration was 
never dreamed of, and there is abroadand ever 
widening field in which they can exercise the priv- 
flege of laboring and Uving.

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To sum the whole argument it must be realized 
that while conservative, well balanced women do 
not generally demand the p pular privileges which 
men enjoy, they do demand, in the language of an 
able woman writer, “Education which will enable 
them to find happiness within themselyes; whieh 
will give them glad hours, bright dreams, and noble 
ambitions under whatever roof they may call their 
honte;’’ education by which they will become better 
fitted tor the duties and the labers of life than they 
are at pres-nt; by which they will become inde- 
pendent and free from the intolerable sufferings 
and actual dangers which are the companions of 
dependence and want.

Is arein other gainful and most creditable pur- 
suits; Lue remainder are thought so well to do that 
they bave ne use for & husband or other occupation. 

I will not venture to elaborate th recnant 
theme; but, in conclusion, all will agree that with 
the training of industry and common sense the 
American girl must hold indispensible ever that 
culture which will make her true to her rmmortal 
rature, which will quicker het consciousness. so 
that no whisper of truth will fall ‘un- 
heeled; which will give her forti 
tude and courage and er lightened 
conscience, disci; lined affections, s‘abiity of char- 
acter, integrity of intellect and purity of Least, 

She should be taught to rely on the sere e friend.- 
ship of her own spirit, the priestess of the home, in 
sapere ar oe. with ite blissful associations, Let it 
be said of her that “she openeth ber mouth With 
wisdom, aud in ner tongue is the law of kindness,” 
A gentle but inflexible sentinel, she should keep 
watch and ward over the love and peace; she 
should protect the sancticies and safe-guards 
ot home and family, and thongh 
the tide of 8)-called l'beralism of 
fast society, may threaten to submerge the old- 
fashioned imodesty, 1eserve and delicacy of thought 
and language, she should ever resist and protest 
against this desecration of the home life and home 
matnete of our people.

* THE GRAND JURY 


Finishes Its Labors and Makesa 
Presentment tothe Court. 


The Public Buildings—Roads and Bridges 
Convict Lease System—Almshouse— 
Other Important Matters. 


Tage grand jury of Fulton county met at 9 
o’clock yesterday morning and finished its 
work. After sending to Solicitor-Generel Hill 
the records in a large number of criminal in- 
dictments, upon which were written either 
the words “‘true bill’’.or ‘‘no bill,’ the grand 
jury went into court and made its formal pre- 
sentment. The paper, which is exceedingly 
interesting, is given in full bk low: 

State of Georgia, Fulton county.—The grand jury 
May term 1888, of Fulton superior court, make th 
following presentments: ‘ 
Careful and competent committees were selected 

for investigating public buildings, roads and 

bridges, convict camps, county chaingang comps, 
alms house and justice of the peace dockets. The 
full report of each committee, unanimously adopt- 
ed, we respectfully submit herewith. Extracts 
from these reports of general public interest are as 
follows: 

PUBLIC BUILDINGS, 

We find the courthouse generally in good condl- 
tion, a leak in the grand Sury room needs atten- 
tion, and a more perfect sys.m of ventilation and 
cleanliness should be arrangea for the water closet 
in thebasement, thereby preventing the air in 
ow above from being both unpleasant and un- 

ealthy. 

We om find an imperfect system for the distribu- 
tion of heat through the Juilding. We suggest that 
these matters have prompt attention,, We find the 
jail building, with the exception of leaks in the roof, 
in good condition. These leaks should be stopped 
at once. The furnace and pipes should be overhaul- 
ed and put in good condition, and we recommend 
that an iron shutter be placed atthe door of office 
next to Fraser strees. 

We recommend the county commissioners take 
into careful consideration the advisability of asking 
the next legislature to so amend the law regulating 
the feeding of the prisoners in the jail, (except 
United States prisoners) thatin lieu of the present 
rmacthods, the actual expense ot same be charged to 
the county, all bills to be audited and approved by 
the said commissioners. 

We call special attention of the county court com 
missioners to the crowded condition of the jail and 
sugzest to them the necessity of limiting the num- 
be of United State prisoners so that the whole num- 
be of persons confined there shali not render proper 
regulation for cleanliness andjhealth either impossi- 
bie (r exceediugly difficult, as is now frequently the 
case. 

The bedding and clothing of prisoners should be 
oftener exposed to fresh air and suniizht. 

‘The diet, while bountiful, is not of good quality 
and not properly cooked. The flour being used 
when we yisited the jail was slightly musty and not 
such as prisoners should be fed on, and we strongly 
recommend that a greater amount of vegetable diet 
should be furnished, and that better cooking be re- 
quired. 

ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

The attention of our county commissioners is re- 
spectfully directed to our detailed report mention- 
ing needed work in many localities. The bridge 
asked for over Eutoy creek we do not think neces- 
sary. We consider our roadsin bad condition gen- 
erally, and not up to what the law requires and the 
public convenience demands. We recommend that 
sign boards be placed at several public road cross- 
ings, and also that the county have at least four 
ronds in different directions, running as nearly as 
may be practicable north, south, east and west from 
the city. These roads to be thoroughly macadamised 
to the county limits, and the work be done as early 
as possible. We consider this of the utmost impor- 
tanee to the material welfareoftbe county. In this 
connection, we heartily jindorse the following from 
the very able presentments of the last grand jury of 
Bibb county in their remarks pertaining to con- 
structing and maintaining the very best possible 
system of good roads and ‘bridges throughout the 
State generally: 

“When this is done properly and everything made 
attractive, then follows, asa matter of course, the 
houses, the population and the business enterprises. 
The intelligent emigrant, the shrewd business man 
and wide-awake capitalist will always be found 
seeking homes, investing money and planting in- 
terests in that country which offers the best tacili- 
ties for markets, schools and churches. The reai 
estate values of every county in Georgia are affected 
directly by the character of its public roads and 
bridges, and whether viewed trom a cily or country 
standpoint the effect isthe same. Good roads bring 

eople from the country to the city. while bad roads 
coon them at home and away from the markets 
they would otherwise enjoy, There can never be 
aly real progress and prosperity in Georgia untill we 
have better public rouds, and we will never have 
tiem under the old-fashioned single tooth rake and 
garcen-hoe system. Alazy man won't work the 
pub ic road for notuing, and the indusirious farmer 
cau'taffordtodoit. * * * When we arrest, try 
and convict at our own expense the criminals of 
our different counties. we believe that in 
the absence of anything like a state reformatory 
for women and ecnildren and a well regulated state 
ison, Where the men whocould be made to do 
fopitimate work for the beneiit of the whole state, 
that the next best place for these peop'e is in the 
care and control of the county autbhorities from 
where they were sentenced. Common sense, Ccom- 
mon justice and common humanity would seem to 
demand as much. * * * Aud we believe that 
whenever there shall be found business sense and 
independence enough in the Georgia legislature to 
break upthe present chaingang monopoly of the 
state, so that the 1,600 or 1,600state convicts which 
are now at work for a few private individuals with- 
out compensation can be put to work on the public 
roads for the benefit of the whole people, that just 
s0 soon will all the counties in the state feel and see 
to some extent great benefits and advantages,” 

Therefore, we have unanimously adoptcd the 
following resolution: : 

Resolved, Itis the opinion of this grand jury 
that the convict lease system should be abolished 
assoon as practicable, and the convicts be em- 
ployed on building good roads in each county of 
the state. 

CONVICT CAMPS. 

We find the camp at Chattahoochee river in good 
condition generally. The sleeping penny parr 
fortable; commissary department well supplied with 
wholesome food; fresh meat twice a week; bread 
without limit; good crop of all kinds of vegetables 
in the garden and freely used; coffee, milk and 
syrup allowed at frequent intervals. The building 
formerly used as a hospitel was gee by fire 
recently, but the temporary quarters, while a new 
one is being built, are quite comfortable. There 
are 100 convicts in thiscampand but five of them 
sick—none of them scriously, (one of them {fs a 
broken down old man with general debility), which 
gives evidence that the sanitary condition of the 
camp is good. The convicts all speak kindly of 
Mr. Woodruff, who bas them 1 charge, and we feel 
constrained to say that he deserves great credit for 
his excellent discipline and general good manage- 
ment. 

COUNTY CHAINGANG, 

We do not find the barracks for the county chain- 
ang in as good condition as they should be, and 
1ereby call the attention of the commissioners to it; 

also, to the filthy condition of the bedding. The 

food is plentiful and well cooked; the apartments 
are entirely too small for the number of inmates; 
whites and biacks are placed together, which tends 
to filth and degradation instead of retormation. We 
regardasa nuisance and unhealthy the pigpen 
which is socated within a few feet of the prison; 
this should be removed at once. The condition of 
the mule lot is very bad indeed; it should 
have a system of drainage that would take 
away the filth and mud. We call the special atten- 
tion of the counly commissioners to this prison, as it 
needs a general ouerhauling. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

We find ali departments of the almshouse and 
womans’ convict camp in excellent order. The 
buildings, grounds and management are yery good, 
indeed. The whole establishment is an honor to 
the county, and reflects t credit on the commis- 
sioners who planned and built it. Dr. Hope seems 
to be just the man for the place. Everything, in our 
opinion, is managed for the best interest of the in- 
mates and the county. We heartily approve of the 
recommendation of the committee that the profes- 
sional beggars of the county be sent to this p'easant 
home. Former grand —- have presented this 
same recommendation. We think the time has come 
when our public streets should be rid of this class of 
citizens, which are in many instances a disgrace to 
our city. If these persons are able to work for their 
livelibood they should be compelled to do so; if una- 
ble, and have no means of support, they should be 
taken out tothe almshouse, where good healthy 
food, physicians’ care, anda good place to sleep 
can be furnished them. We learn thatthe county 
commissioners are coutemplating the erection of @ 
kitchen and dining room for the ipsane asy.um, 
both of which are very much needed. We find the 
inmates of the almshouse as follows:

Itjis not our intention to accuse anyone but to. most 
heartily encourage the Atlanta Bar association to 
discountenance any unbecoming or unprofessional 
act, and indorse them in the effort tocontinue en- 
nobling a noble profession. 

The common custom of pa juries bestowing 
praise upon judicial officers has toa great extent ex- 
tracted the strength and expressions of merited ap- 

roval. It is, however, true, that the intelligent and 

ust administration of the laws by Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke and Judge Richard H. Clark of the superior 
court and Judge Howard Van Epps, of the city court, 
and the capable and efficient work of Solicitor Hill, 
deserve the thanks and congratulations of our peo- 
ble, And we respectfully recommend that the next 
legislature re-elect Mr. Hill to the office he now 
holds. We respectfully request the publication of 
this presentment in one or more of the daily papers 
of this city. 

The position taken by Judge Van Epps in his de- 
termination to punish severely violators of the law 
in carrying concealed weapons is worthy of special

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Explorer Stanley's Peril. 

When that gallant ex-confederate soldier 
and daring explorer, Hienry M. Stanley, 
‘started onc year ago to relieve Emin Bey in 
‘Central Africa it was believed that he 
would resth his destination sometime in 
November last year. 

Stanley had with him 600 men armed 
with répeating rifles. He was well supplied 
with goods to be used in trading with the 
natives. Upthe Congo the voyage was a 

mere pleasure trip, but all the baggage and 
supplies had to be left at Yambuyu, and 
the expedition then started out on a march 
of 800 miles through the wilderness, A con- 
tract had been made with Tippn Tib, a 
chief of great influence, to furnish rein- 
forcements and 600 porters to carry the sup- 
plies left at Yambuyu, but since Stanley 
left that point nothing has been heard from 
bim. 

The news now comes throngh wandering 
Arabs that Stanley lies wounded inan Afri- 
can village, and that the natives have banded 
together to destroy him and his retinue. It 
is also rumored that half of his followers 
have deserted; and that Tippu Tib has 
broken his pledge and failed to come to his 
support. 

There is one gleam of hope—the Arabs are 
born liars, and they are opposcd to Stanley’s 
expedition because they fear that it will 
break up the slave trade. It is not likely 
that they have been able to collect a force 
strong enough to defeat the invader, but it 
is possible that they have persuaded the na- 
tives to withhold food supplies. Even this 
view is gloomy enough, but the friends of 
Stanley have so much confidence in his 
judgment, energy and courage that they 
stil) feel very hopeful. | 

If, however, the Arabs have told the 
truth, the sad fate of the greatest explorer 
of the age will be sincerely mourned by 

every civilized people. Stanley of all men 
was the one best fitted to grapple with the 
difficulties of the dark continent, and it will 
take the most convincing testimony to make 
the world believe that he has failedin the 
greatest venture of his life.

The Georgia Midiand railroad returned its 
property for taxation yesterday. 

The returns were sent back by the comptroller- 
general fur the reason that the valuation 's too low. 

The total valuation is $42,95%. It includer 2 
acres of land, $5,000; 4 bridges, $30,000: 23 trestles, 
$8,250; 57 depots, $15,708; 7 engines, $26,000; 127 
freight cars, $37,000; 10 passenger cars, $22,060, and 
100 niles of track, $500,000. 

Only five engines were 
and they were valued at $23,500, The same number 
of freight cars were returned last year. They were 
valued at $2,(00 less this time. Thesame nunsber 
of miles of truck is returned this year, valued at the 
same figure as last year, 

Last year the road was dliowed to make its re- 
turns atalow valuation because it was a new road 
and bad no connections, but with the distinct un- 
derstanding that a higher valuation would be 
placed upon its property this year. 

If the officers ofthe Georgia Midland refuse to 
change the valuation, the comptroller-general will 
assess the property. Then the matter will be sub- 
mitted to arbitration.

Fourteen hundred and forty minutes were 
lost on Sunday, but we will try and make 
them up during the week; in fact, some of the 
directors did not lose the whole Sunday. 

An excursion of about one hundred people 
will go up this morning at 8:55 to look over 
the grounds, and get a full understanding of 
the Chautauqua plan. 

The big sale at Chautauqua will begin at 10 
o’clock on the 21st, and run until 1 o’clock, 
when there will be a barbecue and dinner. It 
will be resumed at 2:20, and kept up until 6, 
when the train will return to the city, reach- 
ing here at 7 o’clock. 

The plasterers got to work yesterday at 
Chautauqua under lead of Mr. John George, 
and the roofers will go to work today under 
Mr. O. A.Smith. Every department of the 
work is now full, and things will boom until 
opening day.
